Shock of the Hesperian Case 
Due to Misgivings in 
W ashington. 
President’s Methods not the 


Kind to Make Germany 
Yield, Critics Say. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 
ABSHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Sept. 6.—Follow- 
ing the receipt of additional 
details of the sinking of the Hesperian, 
administration officials expressed the 
opinion tonight that the incident will 
mot be productive of any serious 
trouble with Germany. 

This conviction was stated with 
visible relief by some of the Presi- 
dent's advisers. These same officials 
admitted, however, that the charge 
that the passenger steamer was ruth- 
leasly attacked, has shaken the con- 
fidence of the administration that the 
submarine controversy was virtually 
settled by Germany's promise not to 
torpedo peaceful liners without 
warning. 

They are not inclined, however, to 
quarrel with a situation which spares 
them another crisis and leads only to 
diplomatic discussion of the meaning 
of Berlin pledges of the intention of

Shock given them by the Hespertan in- 
cident is due to misgivings that they 
crowed toe soon over the apparent 
Yielding of Germany to Mr. Wilson's 
demand. Now they are obsessed with 
fears that the Hesperian incident ex- 
poses the hollowness of the President's 
victory. 
The attack on the Hesperian, they 
say, demonstrates that the Wilson 
policy is a failure, that his diplomatic 
victory is no victory, and that it is 


impossible to compel Germany to re- 
spect American rights by the Wilson 


methods. 

“If the torpedoing of the Hesperian 
was unjustified under the rules of in- 
ternational law,” said one of the prin- 
cipal advisers of the President, the 
question remains only one of Ger- 
many’s explanation of the failure to 
carry out the promise to exempt liners 
from illegal attack. We must await 
Germany's explanation before passing 
judgement.” 

Considerable interest in official cir- 
cles was manifested in the press 
cablegrams that Germany would dis- 
avow the act of the submarine com- 
mander who torpedoed the Hesperian 
and explain that the admiralty orders 
to spare liners had not reach all sub- 
marines. This report was regarded as 
puzzling in view of the fact that Am- 
baseador Von Bernstorff informed Sec- 
retary of State Lansing in writing that 
the new policy was adopted before 
the sinking of the Arabic. Dispatches 
from Berlin have stated that all sub- 
marines except one have reported at 
their bases since the sinking of the 
Arabic and that one is supposed to 
have torpedoed the steamer and after- 
ward been captured or destroyeé. 

Tt is possible that Germany will 
deny responsibility and assert that the 
Hesperian must have hit a mine or 
suffered an internal explosion. 

A critic of the administration ob- 
served today that the only American 
victims of the torpedoing of the Hes- 
perian appear to have been Woodrow 
Wilson and his policy of dealing with 
Germany. He pointed out that ap- 
parently the submarine controversy 
has not been settled by Ambassador 
Von Bernstorff's statement that Ger- 
many yields to the demands of the 
President in the case of ocean liners.

Many women and children were 
killed on the streets. The Carranza 
officials remaining seized a boat at 
Fronteras and escaped to Vera Crus. 
According to reports, Tobasco is 
making an effort to join the state of 
Oaxaca in maintaining independence 
of Gen. Carranza. Oaxaca revolted last

MENACE AT RIGA 


BECOMES WORSE. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

LONDON, Sept. 6, 10:50 p.m—The 
menace to Riga, an important Rus- 
sian seaport in the Baltic, is becoming 
more serious. Germans still hold 
the bridgehead at Friedrichstadt, the 
occupation of which effectively cuts 
off Rigas railway communication to 
the south, while German aireraft are 
active in the Gulf, perhaps presaging 
another naval clash as part of a con- 
certed German movement from land 
and sea to complete the isolation of 
the city and force its abandonment by 
the Russians. 

According to an unofficial Berus 
dispatch, received by way of Copen- 
hagen, the Germans claim 
of the gulf, the Russians having 
abandoned Dagoe, the northermost of 
— three islands just outside the 
gulf. 

Today's Berlin official communica- 
tion lays no claim to further prog- 
reas by Field Marshal Von Hinden- 
burg from the Baltic to Grodno, but 
thence southward the armies of 
Prince Leopold and Field Marshal 
Von Mackensen are said to be movi 
forward while the Austrian 
hetatemnent covering the battle line 
farther south and east records noth- 
ing but Teutonic gains. 

The great artillery engagement in 
the west goes on unabated with the 
French and presumably the British 
the aggressor.

JUDGE KNOWLES 
IS SHOT DOWN. 


of | Neither the Murderer Nor His 


Motive is Known, 


{SY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

PROVIDENCE (R. I) Sept. 6.— 
Justice Willis 8. Knowles of the 
eighth judicial district was assas- 
sinated just after he had left his bun- 
gaiow in North Scituate to take a 
trolley car for Providence today. 

He received three bullet woynds, 
two in the back and one in the jaw. 
The attack occurred about 100 yards 
from the house and apparently the 
shots came from bushes that lined 


After having been wounded at 
least once, the justice turned back 
and had nearly regained the gate 
opening into his place when he fell 


Friends of Judge Knowles told the 
Police that he recently had said he 
was making many enemies because of 
his activity in forming an organiza- 
tion to conduct a campaign against 
violators of the fish and game laws. 
Upon this information the police be- 
gan a search-for a man whom the 
justice is alleged to have described as 
having become 
in this connection. 

This afternoon they were looking 
Up a man who was once taken into 
custody at the instigation of Justice 
Knowles, who is alleged had threat- 
ened his life. 

NO WITNESSES. 

The murder was witnessed by no 
one except the assassins, who escaped. 
Later the police detained two men on 
suspicion. They were Italian laborers, 
but both were released after showing 
where they had been. 

The body was found by Knowles’s 
housekeeper, Mrs. Wardell, who had 
run from the house when she heard 
the shots fired. As she reached the 
lawn she says she head a man's voice 
with a foreign accent cry: “Now, 
judge, I've got you.” She saw no 
one but thought the voice came from 
the shrubbery. 

Justice Knowles was 48 years of 
age and unmarried. His legal resi- 
dence was at Cranston but he had 
occupied the bungalow at North Scit- 
vate this summer. His office was in 
Providence. 

MAY BE REVENGE. 

The police are proceeding on the 
theory that he was killed in revenge 
by some litigant against whom he had 
given a decision. His circuit was 
made up of the city of Cranston and 
the towns of Johnston, Foster and 
Scituate, in each of which he held 
court once a week. 

According to the police he had re- 
cently complained of the conditions 
under which a saloon, a short distance 
from his bungalow, was cdeducted. 
In recent years there have been many 
arrests in North Scituate vf alleged 
promoters of cock fights.

PETROGRAD, Sept. 6 (via London 
Sept. 7, 3.42 a.m.)—The War Office to- 
day made public the following official 
communication: 

“On the front from Riga to Dvinsk 
there is no essential change. Between 
the Sventa and the Viliya rivers and 
between the Viliya and the Niemen 
conditions are unchan 

“In the middle Niemen region near 
the villages of Meretch and Peski the 
Germans in the course of the night of 
the 4th and on the following day at- 
tempted to develop their offensive. 
The fighting here continued. 

“On the Niemen, toward the south 
as far as the Pripet River, our armies 
occupy their former positions. The 
enemy has made very strong attempts 
at an offensive since the morning of 
the 6th in the region of Volkozksk, 


along the railway from Sediez to Has- 


selda, in the region of Khomsk, and 
along the railway leading to Pinsk, in 
the tching region. All these at- 
tempts have been stopped by our 


troops. 

“On the remainder of the front only 
rear guard engagements are reported. 

“Bouth of Polessie the enemy con- 
tinues to concentrate his main efforts 
on the roads from the region of Lutsk 
toward Dubno and Rovno, where the 
general situation remains unchanged. 

“During our local attack near the 
village of Vorsing we took as prison- 
ers eight officers and 200 men. 

“On the Sereth attempts to assume 
the offensive sometimes by us and 
sometimes by the enemy have been 
reported. The enemy's attempts had 
no appreciable results. In this region 
we captured four machine guns and 
400 soldiers.”

RENCH REDS 
IN THE ARMY. 


ANARCHISTS ENLISTED AND ARE 
“DOING THEIR DUTY.” 


——— 


With Few Exceptions Those Who 
Were Exempt from Service Volun- 
teered and a Number are Said to 
Have Distinguished Themsecives. 
Old Haunts are Deserted. 


P. FOREIGN 

PARIS, Aug. 10.—The militant 
anarchists, whose exploits furnished 
s0 much copy to the French newspa- 
pers before the war, but who dropped 
out of sight immediately after the 
general mobilization, have been 
found by the police to be doing their 
patriotic duty. With only a few ex- 
ceptions those who were exempt 
from military service in France vol- 
unteered and have distinguished 
themselves. 

Pilet, secretary of the saddlers’ 
union, and a most aggressive anarchist, 
who took part in the fighting in the 
Ardennes in August, writes of German 
terrorism in the region and ter- 
minates: “This monstrous butchery 
will cost all of us nameless sacrifices 
and sorrows, but we shall hold out 
to the end.” f 

The old haunts of anarchy in Paris 
are deserted. Only a few of the old 
guard are left and they are occupied 
with patriotic correspondence with 
their comrades at the front. They 
will show with pride a letter from for- 
mer fiery propagandist, Prof. M. F—, 
the most militant of all the anti- 
militarists after Gustav Herve, who 
has won corporal's stripes and aspires 
to those of a lieutenant. He does not 
try, even to himself, to explain the 
mental that has made him 
such an excellent soldier. “I try to 
earn pardon for my military honors,” 
he says, “by rendering all the justice 
possible to the sixty men under me, I 
have in them sixty comrades; sixty 
friends; they call themselves my sol- 
diers; I am sure none of them ever 
heard or read my doctrines before the 
war. I think it is mostly the hope 
that this will be the last of those hor- 
rib things called war as a synonym 
for a thousand hells; the hope that 
our dear ones, our children, shall not 
have to cut each others throats again, 
gives pne like superhu- 
man 

Even the open advocates of the 
“reprise directe”—the forcible seizing 
of other people's he 
apologists of the assassination of in- 
nocent *people—are doing their duty. 

Maitrejean, the divorced husband of 
one of the heroines of the Bonnet 
band, the former director of the paper 
anarchie, himself involved in their 
exploits but not convicted of murder, 
is recovering from a dangerous wound. 

Alexandre Lerebourg, the double of 
“Britannicus” the bandit of. Orleans, 
whose real identity is still a mystery, 
was serving a sentence for desertion 
when the war broke oit. 

“It's only in peace,” he declared, 
“that I am anti-militarist; in war my 
place is at the front.” His petition 
for release and incorporation in the 
army was granted and he fought val- 
lantly with his regiment of the Afri- 
can Battalion. After they had cut up 
the German Imperial Guard in the 
battle of the Marne, he was taken 
prisoner in a minor detalled action.

GERMANS DOSE INDUSTRIAL 
FAVORS IN NIPPON.

Ruling of the Supreme Court 
Either Extinguishes or Holds in 
Abeyance Grants Made Under an 
International Convention—Natives 
may Now Help Themselves. 


[A P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
TOKIO, July 12.—The Supreme 
Court of Japan has ruled that, as a 
result of the war between Japan and 
Germany, the international convention 
for the protection of industrial prop- 
erty is suspended in its operation. 
The practical effect of the decision is 
that trade-mark rights, patent rights 
and other industrial design rights 
held by German subjects or German 
companies previous to the opening of 
the war are to be considered as ex- 
tinguished or suspénded in their ef- 
fect for the time being. 

The general question at issue was 
brought before the courts by a Japa- 
nese demand for judgment declaring 
invalid the registration of a trade- 
mark pending between a Japanese 
company and the local managers and 
representatives of an industrial com- 
pany at Hanover, Germany. The pat- 
ent office of Japan decided in favor 
of the Germans, but the high court 
has quashed that ruling. 

The court pointed out that the con- 
vention for the protection of indus- 
trial property, which was made in 
1913, cannot be said to become abso- 
lutely and permanently inoperative 
because of the outbreak of hostilities 
between Japan and Germany. It 
noted that several other powers are 
parties to this convention. However, 
as between Japan and Germany it was 
proper to think the convention is sus- 
pended in its operation from the time 


red. 

The court found no doubt whatso- 
ever that the treaty was concluded 
only on the premise of the existence 
of relations of peaceful intercourse 
between the contracting parties. 

The vourt says: “Of course, even 
the people of a hostile power should 
not be unreasonably treated. On the 
contrary, as already declared by the 
Japanese government, they should be 
treated and protected according to 
the dictates of justice and humanity. 
At the same time there is no reason 
whatever why they should be 
favorably treated and more 
ately treated than a friendly nation 
not a party to the convention.” 

The judgment of the Supreme Court 
is interpreted as permitting the public 
to make a free use of trade-marks 
and patent rights regardless of any 
rights held by German subjects or 
German companies previous to the 
War.

out of damn does not take the curse 
off. If it is profane not to care a 
damn, it is just as profane not to 
care a whiffet, a jabberwock, a goop, 
or any other illegitimate and unsanc- 
tioned word. When one etentoriously 
enunctates his refusal to appraise the 
article under discussion at the value 
of a damn, he ts not swearing or curs- 
ing; he is literally using bad language, 
for In the sense he means, there is 
no such a noun as damn. We know 
what a tinker’s dam is, but what fs 
adamn? When one says he does not 
care a whoop, he is far more definite, 
for there is such a thing as a whoop. 
Whence arose the idea that not car- 
ing a damn was being profane, and 
why do persons who do not care one 
— themselves on their devilish- 
ness 

It is not profane, but it has the 
sound of being profane, and that is 
all that is needed. An individual who 
would not for the world have used 
blasphemous language, used to relieve 


| his feelings in pronouncing the name 


of Wagners operas in a tone that 
caused neighboring windows to fall in, 
and “Gotterdammerung” gave him as 
much satisfaction as if he had violated 
a commandment. And who was the 
man who always swore by Charles 
G. D. Roberts and Josephine Dodge 
Daskam because they sounded so pro- 
fane? There is an excellent Metho> 
dist In this town who severely repre- 
hends profanity whenever he hears it, 
but who produces all the effect of 
shocking blasphemy by the embittered 
emphasis he lays on the exclamation, 
“For government's sake.“ Col. Roose- 
velt plumes himeelf on his abstinence 
from profanity, but none of the un- 
regenerate ever got such satisfaction 
out of a real cuss word as he does out 
of “By Godfrey.” No, tinker’s dam 
belongs in the comfort-giving galaxy 
of profane refuges for the emotion: 
and that is the worst you can say of 
the other damn.

Paul Cambon, “Embodiment 
of Entente Cordiale.” 


Alliance with England. 
Fruits of His Work Seen in 
Present Struggle. 


r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
LONDON, Aug. 23.—The French 
Ambassador to the Court of St. James, 
M. Paul Cambon, is one of the most 
interesting and important figures in 
London during these war days, for 


he is the physical embodiment of the 
alliance by which England, France 
and Russia are jointly prosecuting 
the present tremendous struggle, as 
it was he who gigned, on April 8. 
1904, the memorable convention es- 


tablishing the entente cordiale com- 
letely reconstructing the relations 

tween England and France and 
leading straight to the present com- 
pact by which the three entente allies 
are — together today 


signed with President McKinley the 
protocol re-establishing peace be- 
tween the United States and Spain, 
after arranging thé memorable 
liminaries with 


Spain was to retire from Cuba, Porto 
Rico was to be ceded to the United 
States and the Philippines were to 
pass under American control by pur- 


chase, 

The brothers are of that notable 
Cambon family, all distinguished in 
diplomacy, who at times have repre- 
sented France simultaneously at Lon- 
don, Berlin and Constantinople—three 
of the vital spots of French interna- 
tional contact. Just now the brothers 
were meeting in Paris to see their 
sons, fighting at the front, who in the 
lull of operations had been granted 
leave for this family reunion. The 
visit to Paris, too, gave the Ambas- 
sador opportunity to consult with the 
ehief French officials on the many 
questions of joint policy constantly 
arising under the existing alliance. 

LONG IN BERVICE. 


The French Embassy is one of the 
massive piles of gray stone at Albert 
Gate, leading from the busy traffic of 
Knightsbridge and Piccadilly to the 
calm and beauty of Hyde Park.

It was Lord Salisbury who first per- 
ceived the need of reconciling the dif- 
ferences long existing between Eng- 
land and France. Two main reasons 
had been operating slowly but surely 
to make this need apparent. First, 
both England and France had em- 
barked on extensive colonial policies, 
and these les were so situated 
that they were a continual source of 
discord and misunderstanding the 
world over—in Siam, where the Brit- 
ish interests were on one side and the 
French interests of Indo-China on the 
other; in Africa, with Egypt in the 
northeast, Morocco, Algters and Tunis 
in the northwest, and the Congo and 
Niger and Nile country in the center; 
the Newfoundland fisheries, a source 
of controversy for 200 years, with 
Madagascar, New Hebrides and many 
other points affording points for mis- 

in colonial develop- 
ment.

Fashoda incident, when the French 
expedition under Capt. Marchand 
reached the Nile simultaneous with 
the arrival of Gen. Kitchener, two 
weeks after the capture of Khartoum.

COUNTERPOISE TO GERMANY. 


The second reason for such a rec- 
onciliation had impressed itself rather 
slowly on British statesmen—the need 
of a counterpoise to the ambition of 
Germany, which, it was now appar- 
ent, by its alliance in Central Europe 
was seeking to build up a predominat- 
Jing influence on the course of Euro- 
pean affairs. When Germany after 
the war of 1870-1 was ready to crush 
France, Engiand was not aroused that 
such a course might affect not only 
France, but the uilibrium of Ru- 
rope, in advancing the imperial design 
of a paramount influence of the cen- 
tral powers over the affairs of Europe.

DOUBLE PARACHUTE DROP. 


A sensational double drop in two 
parachutes by Tiny Broadwick from 
an seroplane at heights of between 
2000 and 8000 feet was a feature at 
the exposition grounds. About 5000 
persons witnessed the breath-taking 
performance, and after the second 
drop a gasp of horror went up from 
the gazing thousands. 

Miss Broadwick’s faith in her fa- 
ther’s ability to make parachutes that 
will work was once again proved, the 
second one opening out and deposit- 
ing her gently on the edge of the 
aero field, just short of the canyon, 
Wild excitement prevailed when she 
alighted, the crowd breaking through 
the ropes, each one anxious to be 
first to congratulate her. 

This is the first time the two para- 
chutes have been used, and the spec- 
tators were certainly given a thrill. 
Ascending in the army tractor driven 
by Aviator Brindley within a few 
minutes after the machine was well 
in the alr Miss Broadwick jumped, the 
first parachute opening in 4.2 seconds 
and checking her rapid fall. Miss 
Broadwick then cast off the first 
parachute and came towards the 
ground at great speed. The second 
parachute worked perfectly in five 
seconds, and she glided to the ground, 
making an almost perfect landing.
